The  last  few  months  on  campus 
have  been  exciting  ones,  filled 
with  new  initiatives  and 
preparations  for  their  implementation. 
On  the  technology  front,  the  first  phase 
of  wiring  the  campus  is  complete,  and 
the  College  is  poised  for  the  networking 
of  all  its  computer  users,  the  advent  of  E- 
mail  and  access  to  the  Internet.  Training 
is  an  integral  part  of  the  new  network, 
arid  faculty  and  staff  are  deeply  involved 
in  developing  the  applications  that 
enhanced  technology  will  make  possible. 
Faculty  development  has  been  already 
underwritten  by  the  Lindsey  and  Wean 
Professorships  in  fields  as  diverse  as 
Graphics,  Economics  and  Photography. 

January  saw  the  inauguration  of  the 
Pine  Manor  College  English  Language 
Institute,  an  expanded,  co-educational 
version  of  the  old  Pine  Manor  Language 
Institute.  To  date,  enrollments  in  both 
the  English  as  a Foreign  Language  and 
the  University  Preparation  Programs 
have  exceeded  projections.  April  will  see 


the  establishment  of  the  Weekend 
College  program,  designed  to  provide 
adult  learners  with  the  opportunity  to 
complete  their  B.A.  degree  or  to  earn  a 
credit  certificate  in  either  Business 
Communication  or  Direct  & Interactive 
Marketing.  Both  programs  have  broad 
applications  in  a wide  range  of  careers. 
The  certificates  build  on  the  College's 
successful  collaboration  with  the  New 
England  Women  Business  Owners 
organization.  Also  in  April  the  College 
will  receive  a formal  visit  from  its 
accrediting  agency.  The  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  for 
the  review  and  evaluation  of  its  new 
clinical  Master's  program  in  Education. 
The  program  has  a starting  enrollment 
of  ten  graduate  students,  and  we  expect 
that  number  to  grow  steadily.  The 
program  is  distinctive  in  its  use  of 
trained  mentor  teachers  in  area  schools 
as  supervisors  for  its  graduate  teaching 
practica. 

Turning  to  the  undergraduate 
curriculum,  the  faculty  is  preparing 
for  a summer  training  institute  in 
interactive  teaching  techniques,  portfolio 
assessment,  and  other  pedagogical 
strategies  which  will  better  serve  our 
community  of  women  learners.  The 
faculty  has  met  regularly  over  the  past 
two  years  to  share  teaching  strategies 
which  have  proven  particularly  effective 
in  the  classroom,  and  to  learn  from 
outside  experts  about  teaching  to  groups 
diverse  in  age,  national  origin,  and 
cultural  heritage. 

In  January,  Pine  Manor  College 
announced  the  establishment  of 
a reduced  in-state  tuition  for 
Massachusetts  residents — the  first  inde- 
pendent college  In  the  state  to  do  so.  Our 
purpose  was  four-fold:  to  support  more 
students  with  our  limited  financial  aid 
dollars;  to  lower  the  family  contribution 
of  financial  aid  students  who  must 
spend  long  hours  in  outside  paid 
employment  to  cover  their  share  of  the 
tuition  bill;  to  encourage  the  enrollment 


of  more  Massachusetts  students;  and  to 
play  our  part  in  building  the  state's 
economy  by  preparing  area  women  to 
be  well-qualified  members  of  the 
Massachusetts  workforce. 

The  students  continue  to  do  their 
college  proud,  earning  high  praise  for 
their  service  as  interns  at  a host  of  area 
organizations,  for  producing  a fine 
campus  newspaper,  and  for  chalking  up 
an  outstanding  basketball  season.  Nine 
new  members  were  inducted  into  the 
campus  chapter  of  the  Alpha  Chi  Honor 
Society,  and  there  has  been  a campus- 
wide focus  on  tightening  academic 
standards  and  requirements. 

I am  particularly  pleased  to  see 
applications  for  admission  running  well 
ahead  of  last  year's  numbers,  and  to  see 
the  annual  fund  looking  extremely 
healthy.  Looking  ahead,  my  challenges 
are  to  reach  the  $20  million  goal  for  the 
Capital  Campaign  by  June  30,  1996 — a 
year  and  a half  ahead  of  schedule — and 
to  make  sure  the  Campus  Center  funds 
are  in  hand  for  the  Groundbreaking  on 
May  19. 

The  search  for  the  new  Pine  Manor 
College  President  is  proceeding 
expeditiously,  and  the  Search 
Committee  hopes  to  announce  my 
successor  in  May.  So  many  of  you  sent 
me  very  nice  cards  and  letters  following 
my  decision  to  step  down  as  President 
in  June,  '96.  I loved  hearing  all  your 
news  and  was  touched  by  your  kind 
words  and  good  wishes.  Thank  you  for 
your  personal  support  in  addition  to 
your  support  of  the  College.

Coming  Full  Circle

e*  me  give  y°u  some  advice," 
Graham  Teller  said  to  me  on 
JL— /graduation  day,  1968.  "If  you 
meet  someone  whose  work  really  moves 
you,  ask  him  or  her  to  teach  you."  Rather 
self-contained,  1 grew  up  in  a family  of 
artists,  musicians  and  writers.  They  had 
no  idea  of  my  gift  until  1 received  the 
annual  art  purchase  prize  that  day.  It 
surprised  even  me.  All  1 knew  was  that 
during  the  four  hours  twice  a week  I 
spent  in  Graham  Teller's  and  Tony 
Thompson's  inspiring  classes,  I forgot 
myself  and  was  completely  happy. 

Next  fall,  armed  with  eight  years  of 
French,  I found  myself  in  Paris  at  the 
Sorbonne  on  "The  Academic  Year 
Abroad  Program,"  studying  art  history 
with  the  sculptor,  Richard  Luboski,  and 
drawing  with  the  Bulgarian  painter, 
Nicholas  Manev.  Three  years  later. 


I graduated  with  honors  with  a B.F.A. 
in  Illustration  from  the  School  of  Visual 
Arts  in  New  York. 

The  sirens  were  calling  me  to 
Montreal.  My  best  friend,  a diehard 
New  Yorker,  shared  my  adventure.  In 
Montreal,  she  and  I began  successful 
careers  in  illustration.  The  move  seemed 
blessed  because  nothing  barred  the  way 
and  doors  opened.  My  French  gave  me 
access  to  both  the  French  and  English 
markets.  Every  so  often  I'd  receive 
straightforward  painting  commissions, 
but  commercial  work  was  such  fun.  As 
the  political  and  economic  climate 
changed,  I felt  I had  to  move  on.  I knew  I 
could  always  go  home  to  the  States,  but  I 
tried  Toronto  instead.  And  here  I sit, 
having  lived  half  my  life  in  Canada. 

By  1982,  still  doing  well  in 
illustration,  I realized  that  though  the 
nature  of  my  work  would  never  change, 
I myself  had  changed.  One's  life  was 
always  upside  down  with  last-minute 
assignments.  My  last  huge  job  was  to  do 
all  the  illustrations  for  the  Annual 
Report  of  Sherritt  Gordon  Mines.  The 
time-frame  was  punishing,  what  with 
photographing  in  Northern  Manitoba 


and  Alberta  and  executing  the  work. 
Sherritt  kept  the  resulting  paintings  for 
permanent  exhibit  and  the  Report  won  a 
National  Award.  That  was  my  first  entry 
into  corporate  collections.

From  1982  to  1985  I prepared  a 
collection  of  portraits  for  a one-woman 
show  of  "Eminent  Canadians."  To  make 
the  show  possible,  1 continued  teaching 
part-time  and  did  a few  commissions. 
The  exhibit  aroused  interest  and  was 
featured  in  the  press.  My  career  as  a fine 
artist  was  launched  from  there.  I 
exhibited  in  galleries,  museums  and 


with  the  Toronto  Watercolor  Society, 
winning  awards  and  earning  exciting 
commissions  for  landscapes,  still-lifes 
and  portraits.  Evocative  light  that  sets  a 
mood,  composition  and  color  are  the 
continuing  threads  throughout  my 
work,  no  matter  what  the  subject. 

With  my  husband,  the  writer  Kildare 
Dobbs,  I share  an  insatiable  passion  for 


travel.  During  our  15  years  together,  we 
have  often  been  in  foreign  places  in 
search  of  material  and  inspiration  for 
our  work.  My  love  of  languages, 
awakened  with  French,  continues  and 
has  been  very  useful  in  our  travels.  I can 
get  by  in  Spanish,  Italian,  modern 
Greek,  and  Swedish.  When  traveling, 
my  eye  is  awakened  and  excited  and 
sees  more  clearly.  In  the  last  few  years 
I've  made  trips  to  Norway,  Sweden, 
Mexico,  Italy,  France,  Greece  and  Spain. 
All  these  places  are  reflected  in  my 
images.  A collection  of  these  travel- 
based  works  were  recently  shown  at  the 
Sarah  Dobbs  Gallery  in  Vancouver  and 
at  Gallery  Sheila  Roth  in  Toronto.  My 
work  also  sells  privately  and  is  featured 
in  America  in  the  books  Splash  3 and 
Splash  4,  The  Northlight  Book  of  Acrylic 
Technique  by  Earl  Grenville  Killeen,  and 
Fresh  Flowers,  the  Best  of  Flower  Painting. 

Since  June  of  1995,  I've  had  enough 
commissions  to  keep  me  busy  for  an 
entire  year,  most  of  them  portraits.  The 
subjects  have  been  exciting:  Professor 
Caesar  Blake,  distinguished  English 
scholar  and  an  editor  of  The  Norton 
Reader;  Marvelle  Koffler,  founder  of  the 
Marvelle  Koffler  Breast  Centre  at  Mount 
Sinai  Hospital  in  Toronto;  and  Pierre 
Nadeau,  world  expert  on  gold  mining.  I 
am  proud  of  my  current  opportunity  to 
paint  President  Rosemary  Ashby, 
whose  educational  legacy  at  Pine  Manor 
will  be  immense.  I feel  I've  come  full 
circle.  The  seeds  sown  30  years  ago  at 
Pine  Manor  are  bearing  fruit. 

Looking  back  on  my  education,  if  I 
were  to  give  advice  to  Pine  Manor 
students,  I would  suggest  they  take 
advantage  of  the  intimate  environment 
the  school  offers.  They  should  soak  up 
the  experience,  and  then  go  out  into  the 
world  with  their  dreams.  I feel  strongly 
that  an  all-women's  college  of  small 
classes,  as  Pine  Manor  was  at  that  time, 
challenges  and  stimulates  students.  I 
learned  to  study  at  Pine  Manor.  Today, 
much  emphasis  is  placed  on 
specialization,  but  for  my  part,  a liberal 
arts  education  left  me  with  an  open 
mind  and  curiosity,  attributes  which 
have  greatly  helped  me  in  portraiture 
and  my  other  work.  Confidence  in 
myself  as  a woman,  in  thinking,  and  in 
my  craft,  began  there.

Rumi  Otsuki  first  came  to  Pine

Rumi  isn't  too  worried. 

Because  Pine  Manor 
College  provided  her 
with  many  practical 
opportunities  to  apply 
her  skills  as  an  artist  as 
well  as  gain  hands-on 
experience  in  the  arts, 
working  in  a gallery  and 
setting  up  exhibits,  she's 
confident  she  can  build 
a successful  career  in 
the  visual  arts. 

During  her  internship  in  local  artist 
Deborah  Freed's  studio,  Rumi  learned 
many  lessons,  from  new  techniques  in 
pottery-making  to  how  to  prepare  a 
gallery  for  a show.  Although  Rumi's 
own  focus  is  in  graphic  arts,  she  enjoyed 
working  with  Ms.  Freed  and  her 
assistants  to  create  a unique  style  of 
pottery.  The  process  involved  "layering" 
colored  clay,  rather  than  painting  it,  to 
make  her  original  pottery  patterns  and 
designs.  Rumi  spent  many  hours  piling, 
cutting  anci  pasting  the  clay  into  the 
desired  shapes.  She  also  had  the  chance 
to  create  some  of  her  own  pieces,  some 
of  which  she  was  able  to  exhibit  at  Ms. 
Freed's  "open  studio."  Setting  up  the 
exhibit  was  a job  in  itself,  according  to 
Rumi.  "We  worked  very  hard  to  clean 
and  prepare  the  studio.  I learned  a lot 
about  the  business  of  art.  Interning  with 
Deborah  Freed  showed  me  that  there  are 
many  aspects  to  being  an  artist — from 
creating  the  pieces  to  marketing  them. 


Once  Deborah  told  me  that  she  had 
often  thought  about  quitting.  I couldn't 
believe  it!  She  said  that  an  artist  has  to  be 
disciplined  to  be  successful.  The 
internship  in  her  studio  taught  me  what 
it's  really  like  to  be  a professional  artist." 


On  campus,  Rumi  also  learned  what 
it  would  be  like  to  be  a museum  curator. 
She  and  three  other  Visual  Arts  majors 
had  the  chance  to  participate  in  a special 
project  curating  their  own  exhibit  at 
PMC's  Hess  Gallery.  Together,  they 
chose  the  exhibit's  theme,  researched 
and  selected  the  artists,  designed  and  set 
up  the  artwork  display,  and  organized 
the  publicity  for  the  exhibit  and  opening 


night  reception.  "It  was  a lot  of 
work  preparing  the  gallery  for 
the  exhibit.  We  had  to  create  the 
space  we  wanted  by  covering 
certain  areas  with  cloth,  creating  shelves 
and  arranging  and  labeling  the  pieces. 

We  split  up  some  of  the 
marketing  tasks,  and 
1 was  in  charge  of 
designing  the  postcards 
and  invitations."  Their 
hard  work  paid  off  in  a 
successful  show  that  ran 
for  nearly  two  months, 
as  well  as  a feeling  of 
accomplishment  in 
seeing  this  "real  life" 
project  through  to 
completion. 

After  graduation, 
Rumi  hopes  to  stay  in 
the  United  States  and 
find  a job  in  a gallery  or 
as  a graphic  designer. 
Right  now,  Rumi's  getting  set  for  her 
senior  solo  exhibition  in  the  Hess 
Gallery— a project  that  will  combine  the 
skills  she's  learned  as  both  an  artist  and 
a curator.  Rumi's  education  at  Pine 
Manor  College  has  helped  her  prepare 
for  any  challenge  she  may  encounter  as 
an  artist,  and  has  laid  the  groundwork 
for  a successful  career  in  the  arts.  ^

Preparation  for  Life-Long  Learning

A good  education  is  an  essential 
prerequisite  to  a successful 
career.  This  is  certainly  true.  But 
today,  a young  woman  who  is  preparing 
to  enter  the  work  force  should  not  do  so 
expecting  to  follow  one  career  for  her 
entire  working  life.  Her  education  should 
therefore  prepare  her  to  tackle  many  jobs 
and  challenges.  The  purpose  of  higher 
education  should  be  not  just  to  prepare  a 
young  woman  for  a specific  career  but 
rather  to  prepare  her  for  her  life.  It  is 
inevitable,  I think,  that  women  who 
graduate  from  Pine  Manor  College  in  the 
next  few  years  will  have  not  one  but 
many  careers.  Their  goal  should  be  to 
excel  at  all  of  them,  but  also  to  enjoy  the 
journey  and  the  many  experiences  they 
will  have  along  the  way. 

Since  my  years  at  Pine  Manor  College, 
I have  had  three  distinct  careers. 
After  graduating  from  Georgetown 
University's  School  of  Foreign  Service 
and  graduate  school  at  Edinburgh 
University  in  Scotland,  I settled  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  where  I began  to  work 
on  Capitol  Hill.  My  first  job  there  was 
of  course  on  the  bottom  rung  of 
the  ladder— answering  mail  for  a 
Congressman.  I did  not  necessarily  enjoy 


the  work,  but  I went  to  Washington  with 
a desire  to  learn  about  the  process  of 
government.  Capitol  Hill  was  a 
wonderful  place  for  young  people. 
Because  the  jobs  require  energy  and 
enthusiasm  and  generally  pay  very  little, 
the  average  age  of  a Congressional  staffer 
was  about  27  while  I worked  there.  There 
was  always  a sense  of  accomplishment 
and  comradeship.  As  I moved  up 
through  the  ranks  on  the  Hill,  I began  to 
develop  an  area  of  specialization  (due 
more  to  my  bosses'  needs  than  any  plan 
or  specific  interests  on  my  part).  My  area 
of  expertise  was  banking,  and  in  the  mid 
and  late  1980's,  this  industry  was  going 
through  a number  of  radical  changes.  As 
one  of  the  most  regulated  industries  in 
the  country,  Congress  was  closely 
involved  in  shaping  the  field. 

My  second  "career"  evolved  out  of  my 
work  on  Capitol  Hill,  when  I was 
recruited  by  a large  trade  association  to 
be  one  of  their  lobbyists.  The  association 
for  which  I worked  represented  all  of  the 
largest  banks  in  the  United  States.  The 
most  interesting  aspect  of  this  work,  at 
first,  was  seeing  how  the  regulations  I 
had  worked  to  implement  affected  the

everyday  operations  of  the  banks 
throughout  the  country.  As  a lobbyist,  I 
saw  the  industry  from  the  other  side. 
Being  a former  Congressional  staffer,  I 
had  credibility  when  I would  call  on 
members  of  Congress  to  explain  the 
implications  of  a proposed  legislation.  I 
found  being  a lobbyist  to  be  challenging 
because  I was  called  upon  to  develop  and 


use  a wide  variety  of  skills:  I had  to  be  a 
negotiator,  an  analyst,  a politician,  and 
the  mediator  between  the  industry  and 
Congress.  During  my  seven  and  a half 
years  as  a lobbyist,  I rose  through  the 
ranks  to  become  Vice  President  for 
Congressional  Relations. 

I have  now  embarked  on  my  third 
career.  In  July,  1994,  I left  Washington 
with  my  husband  to  go  to  Chiang  Mai, 
Thailand,  where  he  has  been  sent  by  the 
Foreign  Service  to  serve  as  Consul.  As  the 
wife  of  a diplomat,  I have  a number  of 
official  duties.  The  skills  I developed  in 
Washington  have  come  in  handy  as  1 
learn  to  function  in  a different  culture.  I 
also  work  at  Chiang  Mai  University  in 
the  Office  of  Foreign  Affairs,  where  I 
serve  as  a liaison  to  students  who  wish  to 
study  in  the  United  States  or  Australia. 
This  phase  of  my  professional  life  has  in 
some  ways  been  the  most  challenging 
I've  had  to  date,  and  in  many  ways  the 
most  rewarding.  Working  in  a different 
culture  (I  am  the  only  non-Thai  person 
on  the  staff)  is  fascinating  and  difficult  at 
times,  but  it  has  been  a wonderful  way  to 
really  get  to  know  the  Thai  people. 
Living  in  an  Asian  culture,  or  any  culture 
that  is  different  from  our  own,  is 
challenging  and  stimulating. 

While  I am  no  longer  on  the  "fast 
track"  in  Washington,  I view  my  time  in 
Thailand  as  a sort  of  career  development. 
I am  constantly  learning  new  skills  and 
disciplines,  and  my  experiences  here 
have  prepared  me  to  deal  with  a wide 
variety  of  situations  and  types  of  people. 
Having  a solid  liberal  arts  education  is  a 
fundamental  part  of  being  prepared  to 
compete  in  the  world.  It  also  enhances 
the  enjoyment  of  life.  Additionally, 
attending  an  all-women's  college  was 
very  helpful  in  developing  my  self 
confidence.  Pine  Manor  College  not  only 
prepared  me  well  for  the  rest  of  my 
academic  studies,  it  provided  me  with  a 
sound  basis  for  starting  out  my  career 
and  my  life,  f

knew  I liked  politics,"  K.J.  told  me,  "But 
I didn't  want  to  be  a politician.  Now  I 
know  what  I like — I found  out  about 
other  possibilities  in  politics,  such  as 
fundraising  or  outreach.  My  internship 
helped  me  find  out  the  different  kinds  of 
jobs  that  are  out  there." 

Although  much  of  her  internship 
focused  on  providing  information — 
either  through  phone  calls,  door-to-door 
"literature"  drops,  or  press  runs  to  and 
from  the  Statehouse — K.J.  found  the 
internship  had  its  more  glamorous 
moments  as  well.  She  was  able  to  help 
organize  and  attend  dinners  and  special 
events  honoring  visits  from  Hillary 
Rodham  Clinton  and  Vice  President  A1 
Gore.  She  also  had  the  opportunity  to 
work  at  the  Clinton/Gore  headquarters 
in  New  Hampshire.  "Every  function 
was  an  opportunity  to  meet  people  and 
network."  After  her  internship,  the 
Massachusetts  Democratic  Party 
arranged  for  K.J.  to  work  in  their 
Chicago  office  during  her  winter  and 
summer  breaks.  They  also  have  kept  her 
resume  on  file  for  future  openings. 
"They  really  want  to  help  you  build  a 


network  of  colleagues.  My  internship 
may  not  have  led  me  directly  into  a job, 
but  it  introduced  me  to  so  many  people 
that  could  offer  career  opportunities  in 
the  future." 

K.J.  feels  that  the  internship  program 
is  only  one  part  of  the  excellent  career 
preparation  that  PMC  offers.  "The  career 
services  office  helps  you  prepare  your 
resume;  they  set  up  "shadow  days"  for 
students  to  experience  a certain 
profession  by  shadowing  a PMC  alumna 
for  a day;  and  they  organize  alumnae 
roundtables  where  students  can  meet 
alums  in  different  fields.  They  really 
encourage  you  to  network  and  provide  a 
great  forum  for  discussion  that  feels  very 
personal.  Pine  Manor  College  does  a 
great  job  at  easing  the  transition  between 
school  and  the  real  world." 

According  to  K.J.,  her  experiences 
inside  the  classroom  have  been  just  as 
fulfilling.  "I  believe  I've  gotten  a better 
education  here  than  I could  have  gotten 
elsewhere.  The  classes  are  small  and 
very  focused,  and  the  professors  are 
excellent."  Many  of  her  professors  used 
the  college's  location  in  Boston  to 
enhance  the  classroom  experience.

Manager,  Spence  Center  for  Women's  Health,  Braintree,  Massachusetts 


As  Manager  for  the  Spence  Center 
for  Women's  Health  in 
Braintree,  MA,  Vicki  Hopkins  is 
responsible  for  facility  management, 
community  outreach,  marketing,  and 
business  development.  Her  duties  also 
include  coordinating  community, 
corporate,  and  in-house  health  edu- 
cation programs.  Vicki  has  worked  in  a 
variety  of  industries  on  the  South  Shore 
for  the  past  23  years,  including  serving 
as  Marketing  Director  for  the  accounting 
firm  O'Connor  and  Drew.  She  left  that 
position  five  years  ago  to  co-found  the 
South  Shore  Women's  Business 
Network  (SSWBN),  an  organization 
with  the  aim  of  providing  a forum 
where  businesswomen  could  network 
and  discuss  their  common  needs  and 
opportunities.  As  the  organization's 
Executive  Director,  Vicki  built  the 
group's  membership  up  to  700 
members.  She  also  organized  SSWBN's 
monthly  workshops,  their  Annual 
Business  Expo,  and  networking 
meetings  to  enhance  opportunities  for 
businesses  owned  and  operated  by 
women.  She  recently  left  SSWBN  to 
work  with  Rina  Spence  in  the  start-up  of 
her  medical  centers  for  women. 

In  1994,  Vicki  was  named  the 
Massachusetts  1994  Women  in  Business 
Advocate  of  the  Year  by  the  U.S.  Small 


Business  Administration  (SBA).  She  then 
went  on  to  win  at  the  Regional 
competition,  selected  from  nominations 
received  from  various  banks,  Chambers 
of  Commerce  and  trade  associations 
throughout  New  England.  Candidates 
for  this  award  were  judged  by  their 
ability  to  increase  financial  opportunities 
for  women  business  owners.  Vicki  has 
definitely  encouraged  and  supported 
women  in  business  on  the  South  Shore 
through  her  efforts  at  SSWBN  and  as  a 
businesswoman  herself.  In  a recent 
article  she  stated:  "networking  means 
selling  yourself  or  your  product.  I like 
helping  people  to  learn  to  sell 
themselves."  Part  of  the  monthly 
SSWBN  meeting  format  includes  three- 
minute  presentations  designed  for 
members  to  talk  about  their  businesses. 
"Helping  women  to  be  self-assured  in 
their  presentation  skills  plays  a big  role 
in  their  success,"  she  said. 

Vicki  found  that  PMC's  all- 
women environment  was  very 
beneficial  to  her  education.  In  fact, 
advocating  women's  issues  and 
opportunities  has  become  an 
integral  part  of  her  career.  "My 
last  five  years  of  work  have  been 
devoted  to  working  with  and 
helping  working  women  in  a 
variety  of  ways."  Vicki  not  only 
supports  opportunities  for 
women,  but  helps  to  foster  the 
potential  of  girls  as  well.  While 
heading  up  the  SSWBN,  she 
organized  a "Bring  Your  Daughter 
to  Breakfast"  event  at  the  Sheraton 
Tara  in  Braintree,  MA.  The 
Network  also  matched  SSWBN 
members  and  non-members  with 
Girl  Scouts  to  accompany  women 
to  the  breakfast.  "Our  daughters 
are  coming  up  behind  us.  Women 
are  the  best  role  models  for  our 
daughters." 

Reflecting  on  her  Pine  Manor 
College  education,  Vicki  said, 

"Pine  Manor  College  allowed  me 
to  grow  to  my  potential  in  an  all- 
female community  and  provided 


me  with  an  opportunity  to  meet  a 
variety  of  women  from  across  the 
country  with  interesting  backgrounds.  1 
also  learned  the  importance  of 
understanding  that  everyone  is 
different — but  no  better  or  no  worse.

A Profile  of  India  Kennedy  '96 
International  Business  Major,  Amarillo,  Texas 


As  an  International  Business 
Major,  India  Kennedy  was 
looking  for  an  internship 
experience  that  would  give  her  a good 
overview  of  what  was  available  in  the 
business  world.  Her  internship  at 
Trudeau  & Trudeau  Associates,  a small 
investment  banking  firm,  was  valuable 
learning  experience  for  her.  Working  in 
mergers  and  acquisitions,  India 
researched  and  maintained  a database  of 
possible  "matches"  between  a U.S.  firm 
looking  to  buy  and  a U.S.  or  European 
firm  trying  to  sell  their  company.  She 
would  track  down  potential  matches 
through  research  into  various 
companies'  annual  reports.  She  would 
then  send  letters  to  their  CEO's  to  pitch 
the  possible  transaction.  Her  site 
supervisor  gave  her  lots  of  leeway  in 
terms  of  contacting  potential  clients, 
writing  letters  and  following  up  by 
phone.  "Most  of  the  time,  the  company 
representative  on  the  other  line  didn't 
know  1 was  an  intern.  They  took  me 
very  seriously,  and  that  gave  me  all  the 
more  confidence  to  do  my  job."  She  was 
given  the  responsibility  to  call  each 
company's  CEO  and  set  up  meetings 
between  matching  firms.  "They  really  let 
us  take  the  project  as  far  as  we  wanted." 
The  experience  gave  her  a good  grasp  on 


the  realm  of  mergers  and  acquisitions — 
a field  she  would  consider  pursuing  in 
the  future. 

India  told  me  her  long  term  goals  are 
to  go  into  international  banking.  Her 
interest  in  this  area  developed  while  she 
participated  in  the  "Semester  at  Sea" 
Program.  Travel  is  very  important  to 
her,  and  she  hopes  it  can  become  part  of 
her  job.  "Traveling  to  different  countries 
gives  you  a better  perspective  on  your 
own  life  and  culture — you  can  get  some 
distance  and  see  it  as  a part  of  a more 
global  picture."  India's  first  stop  after 
graduation  is  New  York  City.  There  she 
hopes  to  get  her  foot  in  the  door  of  an 
international  business  firm.  Her  ultimate 
destination  is  South  America,  where 
"there's  so  much  room  to  grow 
economically,"  she  says. 

One  of  the  aspects  about  Pine  Manor 
College  she  likes  most  is  the  exposure  to 
so  many  international  students  on 
campus.

academically.  The  college's  size  and 
close-knit  atmosphere  made  it  easy  to 
get  to  know  her  fellow  students  and 
interact  with  people  from  around  the 
world.  "The  environment  here  is 
extremely  supportive.  I received 


encouragement  from  every  corner — my 
friends,  my  Resident  Assistant,  even  my 
professors.  India  developed  a particular 
rapport  with  Professor  Siddiq  Abdullah, 
whom  she  considers  to  be  her  most 
influential  mentor  on  campus.  "He 
really  believes  in  his  students  and  their 
potential.  He's  always  willing  to  discuss 
your  personal  and  intellectual  goals  and 
ideas  outside  of  class." 

The  close  environment  also  made  her 
very  comfortable  taking  an  active  role  in 
the  classroom.  India  took  advantage  of 
Pine  Manor  College's  cross-registration 
program  with  Boston  College  and  found 
out  that  she  played  a much  more  active 
role  in  her  PMC  education  than  her  BC 
counterparts.  "PMC  has  a much  more 
hands-on  approach  to  learning."  She 
took  the  professor  off-guard  by  coming 
up  to  him  after  class  to  discuss  the 
lecture  or  ask  questions.  "When  1 turned 
in  my  term  project  proposal  within  a 
week  after  it  was  assigned,  my  professor 
nearly  fainted.  He  thought  1 was  very 
organized  and  confident  compared  to 
his  regular  students."  India  said  the 
classes  she  took  at  BC  were  large  and 
very  formal.  She  much  prefers  the 
personal  attention  and  small  discussion 
groups  she  found  at  PMC,  where  her 
professors  know  her  by  name.  India  also 
appreciated  being  in  an  all-women 
environment.  "Not  having  guys  on 
campus  alleviates  a lot  of  personal  and 
academic  stress,"  she  said.  She  found 
herself  growing  in  areas  she  might  not 
have  pursued  if  there  had  been  men  in 
her  classes. 

India  has  truly  enjoyed  her  education 
at  Pine  Manor  College.

BB:  How  has  your  internship  helped 
you  prepare  for  life  after  college ? 

MB:  I think  the  internship  was  one  of 
the  best  and  most  interesting  experiences 
I had  at  Pine  Manor  College.

I first  entertained  the  idea  of  ordination 
when  I was  nine.  I was  raised  in  the 
Episcopal  Church,  however,  and 
women  could  not  be  ordained  in  that 
denomination  until  the  mid  1970's. 
Therefore,  I pursued  other  interests  while 
in  college  where  I majored  in  art  history 
but  also  took  many  religion  courses. 
When  ordination  became  possible  in 
the  '70's,  I investigated  the  possibility 
only  to  discover  that  attendance  at  a 
denominational  seminary  had  fairly  strict 
residency  requirements.  I had  three  small 
children  at  the  time,  and  moving  to  a 
college  campus  just  wasn't  an  option. 
After  my  divorce  in  1981, 1 went  to  work 
at  First  Presbyterian  and  Trinity'  Church 
in  South  Orange,  NJ  as  church  secretary. 
This  institution  became  my  extended 
family,  and  I decided  to  join  the  church.  I 
also  made  the  decision  to  go  to  graduate 
school  in  religion.  Once  again  I 
considered  ordination,  but  was  not  ready 
to  make  a life-long  commitment  to  the 
Presbyterian  church,  so  I enrolled  in  the 
Graduate  School  at  Drew  University  and 
earned  my  Ph.D.  in  Theological  and 
Religious  Studies  with  the  goal  of 
teaching  in  mind. 

I then  began  teaching  as  an  adjunct 
professor  of  Religious  Studies  at  Seton 
Hall  University.  After  three  years  of 
teaching,  I discovered  I was  miserable  in 


the  academic  classroom.  In  spite  of 
myself,  the  church  had  become  my  life.  I 
couldn't  imagine  starting  another  degree, 
however,  so  I began  to  investigate  the 
possibility  of  becoming  a lay  professional 
in  the  church.  I learned  through  a friend 
that  I didn't  have  to  get  a Master's  in 
Divinity  to  be  ordained,  but  could  apply 
to  become  an  "extraordinary  candidate" 
for  ordination.  I was  accepted  into  this 
program,  spent  two  years  completing  the 
ordination  process,  and  in  June,  1995  I 
was  ordained,  achieving  a life-long  goal. 

I am  now  working  with  First 
Presbyterian  and  Trinity  Church  as  a 
part-time  pastor.  My  responsibilities 
include  the  major  duties  of  any  pastor — 
preaching,  teaching  and  pastoral  care. 
But  in  this  position  I have  special 
responsibility  for  the  education  program 
of  the  church  as  well.  I oversee  the  entire 
Christian  education  program  for  all  ages, 
including  the  recruitment  and  training  of 
church  school  teachers,  establishing 
educational  goals,  and  generally 
overseeing  the  spiritual  formation  of  the 
church's  young  people.  In  another  part- 
time  capacity,  I work  with  the  Presbytery' 
of  Newark  overseeing  the  resource  center 
at  the  Presbytery  office  and  serve  as  a 
liaison  for  Christian  education  to  the 
churches  in  the  Presbytery. 

Throughout  my  career,  there  have 
been  general  and  specific  ways  my  PMC 
education  has  helped  me.  In  the  broadest 
sense,  I believe  Pine  Manor  College's 
commitment  to  academic  excellence  and 
its  resistance  to  compromising  its 
integrity  in  order  to  be  "trendy."  I found 
that  the  academics  demanded  the  most 
from  me — there  was  no  chance  of  just 
"cruising  through."  More  directly,  my 
studies  in  art  history  with  Dr.  Rodman 
Henry  certainly  inspired  me  to  major  in 
art  history  at  Boston  University  and 
obtain  my  M.A.  in  this  discipline  at  the 
University  of  Michigan.  My  interest  in  art 
history  was  enhanced  after  a lengthy  trip 
to  Europe,  where  I became  focused  on 
medieval  art,  especially  monastic 
architecture.  This  academic  interest  has 
contributed  to  my  career  as  a pastor  in 


that  it  has  deepened  my  understanding 
of  Christian  and  monastic  spirituality 
and  the  lessons  which  we  as  people  of  the 
20th  century  can  leam  from  them.  It  was 
also  at  Pine  Manor  that  I had  my  first 
course  in  Religion.  In  that  year-long 
course,  I was  introduced  to  everything 
from  biblical  studies  to  the  major 
theologians  in  history.  I have  been  so 
grateful  to  Pine  Manor  College  for  this 
significant  foundation  in  religious 
studies. 

Pine  Manor  College  was  also  a 
valuable  experience  because  of  its  all- 
women environment.  My  experience  at 
an  all-women's  college  instilled  in  me  the 
belief  that  women  can  be  leaders,  women 
can  be  in  positions  of  responsibility, 
women  can  participate  in  competitive 
sports,  women  can  be  whatever  they 
want  to  be.  I suspect  the  value  of  an  all- 
women's college  has  changed  in  our 
world,  but  know  it  continues  to  have  an 
important  role  to  play,  for  in  a world 
where  privacy  and  spiritual  nurture  are 
not  often  highly  regarded,  the  intimacy 
and  personal  caring  of  a school  like  Pine 
Manor  College  is  sorely  needed. 

Many  young  people  today  are 
intimidated  about  making  career  choices. 
Everyone  is  expected  to  pick  one 
"career,"  and  if  you  have  a variety  of 
interests,  it's  hard  to  know  what  direction 
to  go.  It's  important  to  remember  that 
whatever  students  choose  to  do  today 
does  not  necessarily  mean  it  has  to  be  for 
a lifetime.  Life  has  a way  of  molding  and 
forming  us,  and  chances  are  whatever 
choices  are  made  at  the  age  of  21  will 
become  only  one  small  piece  of  a much 
larger  whole  that  only  time  can  shape.  In 
my  experience,  the  important  ingredients 
for  career  preparation — many  of  which  I 
learned  at  Pine  Manor  College — are: 
being  open-minded,  honestly  assessing 
your  own  gifts,  determining  how  you 
can  most  constructively  contribute 
to  society,  identifying  what  makes  you 
truly  happy,  and  pursuing  what  is 
fulfilling  to  you  with  a sense  of  service, 
humility  and  love.  £

My  career  started  earlier  than 
most  because  I chose  to  work 
full-time  while  attending 
college.  This  proved  difficult  at  times, 
but  the  courses  I took  at  Pine  Manor 
College  helped  at  each  step  in  my  career. 
I worked  at  Stone  & Webster 
Engineering  Corporation  for  several 
years,  first  in  the  Civil  Rights 
Department,  then  in  International 
Operations,  and  finally  for  the  Advanced 
Systems  Development  Division.  My 
assignments  included  a wide  range  of 
duties,  such  as  counseling  employees, 
instituting  departmental  procedures  and 
developing  marketing  materials. 

All  along  the  way.  Pine  Manor 
College  was  invaluable  to  my 
advancement  at  Stone  & Webster.  For 
my  final  Business  Management  project  at 
PMC,  I prepared  a report  on  marketing 
in  Japan,  which  was  instrumental  in 
my  receiving  a promotion  in  the 
International  Operations  department. 
The  work  I completed  at  Pine  Manor 
College's  radio  station,  WPMC,  for  a 
Communications  course  helped  me 
obtain  an  interview  at  WLVI-TV

This  combined  education  and 
experience  made  it  possible  for  me  to 
achieve  my  current  position  as  the 
Assistant  State  Treasurer  for 
Massachusetts  State  Treasurer  Joseph  D.

A Profile  of  Jill  McDermott  '96

I ill  McDermott  wasn't  sure  how  she 
wanted  to  use  her  PMC  Biology 
major,  but  after  her  internship  at  the 
Norfolk  District  Attorney's  Office,  she 
definitely  caught  the  "law"  bug  and 
could  picture  herself  working  in 
Forensics  or  in  a crime  lab.  Her  work  at 
the  DA's  office  mainly  centered  on  the 
recent,  high-profile  trial  of  John  Salvi, 
who  was  charged  with  double  homicide 
at  two  Brookline  abortion  clinics  last 
year.  Jill,  along  with  a few  others  at 

the  DA's  office,  had  complete  and  

unrestricted  access  to  every  aspect 
of  the  case.  Working  with  the  state 
crime  lab  and  the  FBI,  Jill  helped 
examine,  prepare  and  catalog  all 
the  evidence  for  the  trial — which 
included  over  400  items.  She 
would  often  serve  as  a go-between 
for  the  FBI  chemist  and  the 
prosecuting  attorneys.  She  was 
able  to  follow  the  progress  of  the 
trial  first-hand,  learning  about  the 
judicial  process  every  step  of  the 
way — from  processing  blood 
samples  on  clothing  fibers  in  the 
lab,  to  organizing  the  evidence  and 
reports  for  the  attorneys,  to  seeing 
the  arguments  and  evidence 
presented  in  court.  "I  was  grateful 
for  the  opportunity  PMC  gave  me 
to  be  so  involved  in  this  exciting 
case  and  to  work  with  such  great 
people  at  the  DA's  office,"  Jill  said. 
"Everyone  there  treated  me  as  an 
equal,  and  I felt  like  a part  of  the 
team,  being  trusted  with 
confidential  documents,  and 
included  in  almost  every  part  of  the 
case."  Jill  also  remarked  that  she  learned 
some  valuable  job  skills  during  her 
internship,  such  as  how  to  deal  with 
high-stress  people  and  remain  calm  in 
high  pressure  situations.  "1  also  learned 
how  to  plan  my  time  each  day.  I would 
try  to  complete  my  assigned  work  so  I 
could  make  my  'rounds'  to  the  different 
people  and  departments  and  see  if  they

As  a student  at  Pine  Manor  College, 
no  matter  what  I was  involved 
with — be  it  student  government, 
dorm  life,  the  Pine  Manor  Post,  even  my 
classes — students  were  encouraged  to  get 
out  in  the  community  and  volunteer. 
It  was  probably  one  of  the  smartest 
things  I've  ever  done,  and  I am 
thankful  that  PMC  helped  me  realize 
volunteering  was  a wonderful  thing  to 
do.  While  I was  president  of  the  Student 
Government  Association,  we  organized 
clothing  drives  for  local  shelters,  collected 
bottles  and  cans  to  help  employ  the 
homeless,  and  sold  jewelry  to  benefit  a 
shelter  for  abused  women  and  children. 
We  had  fun,  made  new  friends,  and  most 
importantly,  helped  those  who  needed 
help.  Other  groups  on  campus  graciously 
followed  our  lead  and  caught  the 
"volunteer  spirit." 

During  my  senior  year,  I was  looking 
for  an  internship  in  development. 
Volunteering  throughout  high  school  and 
college  at  the  Buffalo  Museum  of  Science 
development  office  defininitely  helped 
me  realize  that  development  would  be  a 
good  place  for  me  to  start  my  career.  I 
interviewed  at  several  places,  and  each 
person  that  interviewed  me  was 
impressed  with  the  volunteering  1 had 
done,  especially  while  being  an  active 
student.  I decided  to  accept  an  internship 


at  the  prestigious  Peabody  Essex 
Museum  in  Salem,  MA,  and  I am 
convinced  this  internship  plus  my 
volunteer  experiences  helped  me  land  a 
job  at  the  Newton-Wellesley  Hospital 
development  office  after  graduation. 

Currently,  I am  the  Development 
Coordinator  for  the  National  Bureau  of 
Economic  Research,  a well-known  non- 
profit organization  that  is  dedicated  to 
promoting  a greater  understanding  of 
how  the  economy  works.  My  job  has  a 
wide  range  of  responsibilities:  I work 
with  our  current  corporate  contributors, 
the  majority  of  which  are  Fortune  500 
companies,  and  cultivate  new  donors.  I 
also  work  with  private  foundations,  plan 
conferences  that  expose  our  ideas  to 
prospective  donors.  I recently  initiated 
and  oversaw  the  creation  of  the  NBER 
Home  Page  on  the  World  Wide  Web.  One 
of  the  reasons  I was  chosen  out  of  a large 
number  of  applicants  for  this  job  was 
because  of  the  experience  I had 
accumulated  along  the  way,  especially 
through  my  internship,  my  position  at 
Newton-Wellesley  Hospital  and  through 
volunteering  at  the  Museum. 

Recently  I realized  that  I enjoyed 
development  but  that  I didn't  want  to 
make  a life-long  career  out  of  it.  I decided 
it  was  time  to  start  fulfilling  my  dream  of 
going  to  medical  school  and  enrolled  in 
Harvard's  post-baccalaureate,  pre-med 
program.  I wanted  to  enhance  my 
medical  school  applications  as  much  as 
possible — and  I knew  that  all  types  of 
professional  schools  are  very  interested  in 
learning  about  your  experiences 
volunteering  your  free  time  to  those  in 
need.  I contacted  the  major  hospitals  in 
Boston  and  decided  to  give  my  one 
free  night  a week  to  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  Emergency  Depart- 
ment. In  my  volunteer  role,  I serve  as  a 
communicator  between  the  patients,  the 
patient's  family,  and  the  medical  staff. 
Never  have  I had  an  experience  that  was 
more  intense.  I have  a new  level  of 
confidence  thanks  to  the  MGH 
Emergency  Department,  similar  to  the 
confidence  that  I gained  during  my  four 
years  at  Pine  Manor  College.  Many  of  the 


doctors  have  noticed  my  efforts  and  have 
become  aware  of  my  interest  in  medicine. 
When  an  interesting  patient  comes  in, 
they  position  me  in  the  trauma  treatment 
area,  right  there  with  the  team  of 
physicians,  residents,  medical  students, 
and  nurses,  so  they  can  teach  me  about 
what  is  going  on  and  what  they  are  doing 
to  save  patients'  lives.  After  my  first  night 
volunteering  I learned  something 
valuable  about  myself — I can  see  these 
patients  and  families  in  terrible  agony, 
and  I am  able  to  keep  my  composure 
while  remaining  compassionate  and 
strong  for  them.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
significant  roles  a physician  plays.  I 
would  never  have  learned  this  about 
myself  as  such  at  early  stage  if  I hadn't 
volunteered. 

Volunteering  isn't  just  for  people  who 
don't  have  to  work  or  have  nothing  better 
to  do  with  their  time.  And  it's  not  about 
being  a "do-gooder."  It's  about  helping 
those  who  need  help.  But  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  volunteer  can't  profit 
from  the  experience  as  well.  Volunteers  in 
any  capacity  at  every  type  of  organization 
can  learn  about  themselves  while  gaining 
experience. 


I am  convinced  this 
internship i plus  my  volunteer 
experiences  helped  me  land  a 
job  at  the  Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital  development  office 
after  graduation. 


I had  a great  experience  during  my 
four  years  at  PMC.  I thrived  in  an  all- 
women environment,  achieving  goals  I 
would  never  have  thought  to  strive 
toward  before  Pine  Manor  College.  But 
by  far,  the  most  valuable  lesson  Pine 
Manor  College  taught  me  was  the  gift  of 
volunteering.  It  has  helped  me  get  to  the 
successful  point  I am  at  today.  I learned  at 
Pine  Manor  College  and  through  my  life 
that  volunteering  is  a gift  that  benefits 
both  the  giver  and  receiver.  ^

When  Davele  Steinwand  first 
came  to  Pine  Manor  College, 
she  was  sure  she  wanted  to  be 
a doctor.  She  was  majoring  in  biology 
with  the  idea  of  going  on  to  medical 
school  and  took  all  the  required  pre-med 
courses.  Then  she  hooked  up  with  PMC 
Chemistry  professor,  Cindy  Ladino,  to 
do  an  internship  on  a biochemistry 
research  project  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  at  Lowell,  and  her  plans 
completely  changed.  Now  Davele  wants 
to  continue  in  the  research  field  after 
graduation,  and  plans  to  go  to  graduate 
school  for  a Ph.D.  in  cell  biology  or 
biochemistry.  The  Pine  Manor  College 
Internship  Program  really  helped  her 
discover  and  focus  her  career  interests. 

Davele's  research  project  focused  on  a 
particular  anaerobic  bacteria  that  was 
only  discovered  ten  years  ago.  The 
bacteria,  at  a certain  temperature  gives 
off  methane  gas,  which  could  potentially 
be  used  as  a fuel  source.  Most  of 
Davele's  time  was  spent  monitoring  the 
growth  of  the  bacteria,  by  maintaining 
its  temperature  and  sterile  environment, 
and  "feeding"  them  with  carbon  dioxide 
while  removing  the  oxygen  from  its 
growth  environment.  Every  five  hours 
she  had  to  de-gas  the  bacteria  to  retrieve 
the  methane.  "It  was  a long  and 
strenuous  process.  On  weekends  I'd 
often  sleep  at  the  lab.  And  you  had  to  be 
very  precise  yet  quick  when  transfering 
the  gases  to  and  from  their 
environment,"  Davele  said.  "But  I 
learned  so  much,  like  how  to  prepare 
gels  and  read  column  chromatography.  I 
also  had  the  chance  to  use  very 
sophisticated  equipment — equipment 
that  most  students  don't  get  to  see  until 
they're  in  graduate  school."  Davele  will 
continue  her  work  at  UMass  Lowell  this 
summer.  "This  intenship  has  been  really 
rewarding.  I found  out  how  much  I like 
working  in  an  inorganic  lab,  feeling  my 
way  through  a problem  or  situation,  and 
solving  it  scientifically,  piece  by  piece." 

Before  attending  PMC,  Davele  spent 
a year  at  a community  college  in 
California.  She  went  from  being  a 
"number"  at  a large  college  of  35,000

students  to  being  a name,  a valued 
member  of  a community  and  an  active 
contributor  in  her  classes  at  Pine  Manor 
College.  Davele  told  me  there  was 
absolutely  no  comparison.  "You  really 
get  a one-on-one  education  at  Pine 
Manor  College.  I love  the  attention  I get 
from  my  professors.  All  my  questions 
(and  I ask  a lot  of  them!)  are  encouraged 
and  answered  in  detail.  And  if  there  isn't 
time  during  class  to  address  them,  the 
professors  will  make  extra  time  to  go 
over  material  with  you.  If  I'm  having  a 
tough  time  with  a chemistry  problem 
set,  I feel  comfortable  calling  Dr.  Ladino 
at  home.  She  always  spends  time  with 
me  on  the  phone,  going  over  all  my 
questions,  and  never  makes  me  feel  like 
I've  imposed  on  her."  Davele  said  this 
would  never  have  happened  at  the 
community  college.  "When  I was  there  I 
felt  extremely  frustrated,  especially 
being  a woman  interested  in  the 
sciences.  The  teachers  barely 
acknowledged  my  presence  at  all  in  the 
classroom.  In  my  science  classes  here  at 
Pine  Manor  College,  my  professors 
really  care  about  my  progress,  and  push 
me  to  achieve  my  fullest  potential." 

Davele  feels  that  the  personal 
attention  and  support  she  receives  in  the 


classroom  extends  to  the  entire  PMC 
community.  "The  college  is  small 
enough  that  you  pretty  much  recognize 
everyone.  People  always  say  hello  when 
they  pass  each  other  on  campus. 
Everybody  supports  you  in  both  your 
academic  and  extracurricular  endeavors. 
And  it's  so  easy  to  get  involved. 
Although  I had  never  played  field 
hockey  before,  the  team  totally 
supported  me  to  give  it  a try — even 
when  1 made  mistakes.  In  one  game,  I 
was  playing  goalie  for  the  first  time  and 
the  opposing  team  hit  a dribbler  that  just 
barely  crossed  the  goal  line.  I felt 
terrible,  but  the  whole  team  rallied 
around  me;  no  one  made  me  feel  bad." 

If  confidence  is  the  first  step  on  the 
road  to  success,  then  Davele  is  well  on 
her  way  to  a successful  career.  "Because 
of  the  resources  and  opportunities  that 
were  available  to  me  at  Pine  Manor 
College,  I've  been  able  to  work  with 
excellent  professors  on  a one-on-one 
basis;  I've  gotten  graduate  level 
experience  in  the  lab;  and  most 
importantly.  I've  gained  the  confidence 
in  myself  and  my  learning  abilities  to  go 
further  in  the  field  of  biochemistry  and 
feel  positive  about  succeeding  in  that 
field  or  in  any  other  I choose."  ^

AN  INTERVIEW  WITH 
LYDIA  WOODWARD

Q.  What  made  you  decide  you  wanted  to  become  a television  writer? 

A.  I actually  didn't  start  writing  until  I was  about  35  years  old.  It  was 
something  I had  always  enjoyed  but  never  really  saw  myself  doing 
professionally.  I knocked  around  in  other  aspects  of  the  film 
business  for  a few  years  and  didn't  find  that  satisfying,  so  one  day 
I said  'OK,  sit  down,  I'm  going  to  write.'  I wrote  some  spec  scripts, 
got  an  agent  and  then  work.  It  all  worked  out  beautifully  for  me 
given  that  1 started  it  very  late...  I don't  know  where  it  comes  from; 
I guess  you're  just  inclined  to  do  it — you're  drawn  towards  it.  And 
I think  I'll  always  be  involved  in  writing.  I don't  know  whether  it 
will  be  for  a television  show,  but  throughout  my  life  I imagine  that 
I'll  be  writing  something  at  some  point. 


Lydia  Woodward  received  her  A. A.  degree  from  Pine  Manor 
College  in  1971.  She  returned  to  the  College  in  1991  for  a program 
featuring  Alumnae  in  Communication.  At  that  time , she  was 
writing  for  the  award-winning  prime-time  program,  "China  Beach." 
Since  then,  this  successful  Hollywood  writer  has  become  Co- 
Executive  Producer  and  Writer  for  one  of  this  year's  most  watched 
television  programs,  " ER And  on  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday,  April 
9, 1996,  Pine  Manor  College  awarded  this  accomplished  alumna  an 
honorary  Doctor  of  Arts  degree  at  the  Founder's  Day  Convocation.

Q.  You’ve  written  for  China  Beach,  ER  and  St.  Elsewhere.  All  are 
highly  original  programs  that  have  bucked  the  industry  trends. 
What  has  led  you  to  such  unique  themes? 

A.  Luck — literally.  St.  Elsewhere  was  my  first  job  as  a staff  writer  and  it 
was  the  sixth  and  final  season.  It  was  just  a lucky  break.  Very  often 
in  a writing  career,  you  are  somewhat  defined  by  your  first 
opportunity.  1 would  have  taken  any  opportunity  just  to  get  in. 
Having  the  good  fortune  of  St.  Elsewhere  being  my  first  job  helped 
in  getting  the  next  one. 

Q.  What  was  your  experience  at  Pine  Manor? 

A.  ...I  was  young,  and  I didn't  know  what  I wanted  to  do.  Everyone 
was  sort  of  finding  themselves.  When  I got  out  of  college  I still 
didn't  know  what  I wanted  to  do — I knew  what  I didn't  want  to 
do...  It  was  just  a process  of  getting  out  there,  and  at  each  job 
picking  up  more  knowledge  about  what  you  want. 

Q.  Describe  a typical  day  on  the  set  of  ER?  Is  it  as  hectic  as  it 
appears  on  the  show? 

A.  Yes  it  is.  The  set  very  much  reflects  what  it's  like  putting  the  show 
together.  The  set  is  like  being  trapped  on  a submarine  together.  It's 
the  most  chaotic  set  I have  ever  worked  on  because  of  the  design  of 
the  show  with  all  the  moving  shots...  It's  just  non-stop. 

Q.  You  said  in  a 1991  Pine  Manor  interview  that  “in  Hollywood 
there  are  no  rules.”  Have  you  ever  found  that  others’  opinions 
in  the  industry  have  caused  you  to  compromise  your  work? 

A.  It's  always  a give-and-take  process...  I've  been  lucky  in  that  the 
shows  I have  worked  on  have  had  a certain  freedom  in  what  you 
can  write.  It  doesn't  always  work,  but  you  are  doing  what  you've 
set  out  to  do.  I would  say  that  comment  I made  years  ago  is 
certainly  still  true,  there  are  no  rules  and  there's  no  logic. 

Q.  What  kind  of  advice  would  you  give  someone  going  into  your  field? 

A.  You  have  to  be  there.  It's  part  of  making  that  committment  to  that 
goal.  Don't  try  to  do  it  long  distance  because  no  one  will  take  you 
seriously.  Also,  keep  writing  and  shopping  around.  You  have  to 
keep  at  it.  It  can  be  done — I'm  proof.  And  I was  nothing  special;  I 
didn't  have  any  connections.  I just  kep^  knocking  around.  And 
finally,  you  are  just  the  square  peg  that  finds  the  square  hole.  Most 
importantly,  you  have  to  make  the  committment.

Peggie  had  an  outstanding  season, 
averaging  25.4  points  per  game.

Audrey  Stein  came  to  Pine  Manor  College  in  1980  as  an  instructor  in  the 
Division  of  Natural  and  Behavioral  Sciences.  She  taught  mathematics  and 
computer  courses,  served  on  many  committees,  and  took  on  administrative 
responsibilities.  Audrey  received  her  doctorate  of  Education  from  Boston 
University  in  1989  and  was  granted  tenure  at  PMC  in  1990.  In  1994,  she  received 
the  Ruth  Allinger  Gibson  '26  Teaching  Award  — a distinction  voted  on  by  the 
student  body.  That's  the  essence  of  her  teaching  career  at  Pine  Manor  College, 
but  that's  not  the  essence  of  Audrey  with  and  among  us. 

Audrey  was  a wonderful  colleague.  She  was  kind,  generous,  totally  without 
guile.  If  asked  to  take  on  administrative  or  committee  responsibilities,  she'd  tilt 
her  head  to  one  side,  smile  at  you,  and  say  "Sure,  I'll  do  it.  When  do  you  want 
it?"  Audrey  added  new  courses  and  technologies  to  the  PMC  curriculum,  and 
was  extraordinarily  receptive  to  new  ideas  and  new  challenges.  But  it  was  as  a 
teacher  that  Audrey  truly  excelled.  She  was  caring,  giving,  concerned,  and  was 
always  there  for  her  students.  Audrey  loved  mathematics,  and  she  loved 
teaching  it.  She  left  a wonderful  legacy  of  students  whom  she  taught  to  love 
mathematics  and  to  use  mathematics  comfortably  and  confidently. 

Audrey  was  a friend  to  all  of  us  without  reservation.  She  joined  in  our 
laughter,  shared  our  sorrows,  and  taught  us  to  rise  above  our  own  concerns  and 
our  concerns  for  her.  We  regret  her  illness,  her  death,  and  our  loss  of  a colleague, 
teacher  and  friend.
